was no fraud practiced, who 
before had been extremely 
skepti­ 
cal. 
For the pleasure of the read- 
ers of the D e m o c r a t a representa­ 
tive of this paper sought Mr. John­ 
stone this morning and asked man} 
questions concerning 
that 
gentle­ 
man's theories upon so 
curious 
subject. 
Several years ago J. R a n ­ 
dall 
Brown, 
a well-known 
mind 
reader was in Sedalia, and his ex­ 
planation of the matter was as fol­ 
lows: The mind reader is an 
indi­ 
vidual possessing the peculiar fac­ 
ulty of placing his nervous organ­ 
ism in a perfectly passive condition;

In this stale the mind is very recep­ 
tive and every sensibility can be 
easily excited to its utmost tension. 
Some one of vigorous mental con ­ 
centration is selected to keep stead­ 
ily in their mind a picture of some 
object. 
Simply by touching each 
other, the nervous 
system of 
the 
mind reader becomes a part of the 
^ 
nervous system of the gentleman 
with whom he is in contact. 
Any 
mental picture seen by the operator 
is at the same time flaslied upon the 
mental vision of the mind reader. 
Mr. Johnstone's explanation was 
upon the

principle, 
though 
not so positive. 
H e asserted that

He is a gentleman oiF blonde 
complexion, light grey eyes almost 
turning to blue, and is possessed of

His 
peculiar 
power 
was 
felt 
by 
him 
at 
an early 
age. 
H e 
was 
born in 
» 
St. 
Paul and 
received his colle­ 
giate education at 
Carleton 
c o l­ 
lege, Northfield, Minn. 
Two years 
were spent by him in making a tour 
of Europe. 
His parents were peo­ 
ple of very high-strung nervous or­ 
ganization, their marriage being a 
union of intense idealism and nerve 
concentration. 
Mr. Jonstone has a brother and 
sister, but none of the family ex­ 
cept himself ever manifested an y­ 
thing like the power of divination. 
His sister, however, is a phenome­ 
nal pianist, her emotional nature 


and unmarried. 
He takes a great 
amount of exercise to preserve his 
health, 
his work producing 
great 
prostration. ' 
During his performances Mr. John­ 
stone's pulses frequently jumps to 
140 beats per minute, and is never 
less than 130.

was no fraud practiced, who 
before had been extremely 
skepti­ 
cal. 
For the [ileasure of the read­ 
ers of the D e m o c r a t a representa­

lege, Northfield, Minn. 
Two years 
were spent by him in making a tour 
of Europe. 
His parents were peo­ 
ple of very high-strung nervous or­ 
ganization, their marriage being a 
union of intense idealism and nerve 
concentration. 
Mr. Jonstone has a brother and 
sister, but none of the family ex­ 
cept himself ever manifested any­ 
thing like the power of divination.

Governor Stone’s latest communi 
cation regarding the federal 
judi­ 
ciary controversy is exciting 
con- 
sideral)le comment, and the univer­ 
sal sentiment of the 
people 
liere, 
regardless of parly affiliation, seems 
to be in support 
of 
tlie ])osition 
which the governor has taken. 
The 
real desire of 
Governor 
Stone 
in 
the matter is said to be to so arouse 
])ublic sentiment that congress will 
be compelled to adojit a,[provision 
which wfill prohibit the federal courts 
from overriiiing the decisions of the 
state courts so far as they aflect the 
interpretation 
of 
state 
laws. 
A 
judge of the state, prominent on the 
bench, suggests that if the judges of 
the 
federal, 
circuit 
and 
district 
court were elected, the same as are 
the judges of the state courts, their 
autocratic and domineering spirit, 
which arises from the realization 
that they are appointeil for life and 
are 
not 
resiionsible 
to the 
state 
whose laws they interjirct, would be 
curtailed to a considerable extent 
and being near and of 
the people 
they would regard the rights of the 
peoj)le to a greater degree. 
In reply to the suggestion that if 
the federal judges were elected they 
might be subject to ])artisan obliga­ 
tions, the same judge expressed the 
opinion that there was little differ­ 
ence in being the creature of any 
political party or of a jiartisan pres­ 
ident. 
What future action G over­ 
nor Stone may take in the matter 
will depend upon the movements of 
the federal authorities when he ap­ 
points a special judge to the county 
court of St. Clair county so soon 
as the legislature 
gives 
him the 
necessary authority.

the twenty-fou r hou rs are passed. 
The soUlier also has fatigu e du ty 
to do. 
This occu rs abou t once in 
five to six days and consists chiefly 
in policing the garrison, and stq r- 
plying the companies w’ith fu el etc. 
Besides this the soldier has his tu rn 
at com pany du ty sw’eeping barracks, 
assisting in the kitchen, etc.

together the soldier may cou nt on 
fou r days ou t of the seven in which 
he will have nothing to do except 
to answer the morning and evening 
roll call and to drill, if there be 
drill, 
'The amu sements of the sol­ 
dier are well looked after. 
At each 
post there 
is 
a post exchange at 
W’hich the soldier is allowed to pu r- 
chaseVigars, tobacco, lu nches and 
soft drinks at 
a 
merelv nominal 
])i’ice, w'here billiards and ]>ool cost 
five cents })er game no matter how’ 
great the nu m ber of cu es in play. 
'The jirofits of 
this exchange 
are 
distribu ted among the different or­ 
ganizations at a post and u sed for 
pu rchasing for the conq iany mess 
su ch articles of food as are not fu r- 
nislied l)y 
the su bsistent 
d epart­ 
ment. 
At each post is a library of 
assorted books, containing also the 
leading newspapers of ail the large 
cities 
of 
ou r 
land, 
all 
the 
leading 
carricatu re 
jou rnals 
and 
\)eriodicals. 
'These 
libraries 
are open to the enlisted men at all 
iiou rs. 
Besides these, each com- 
])any has its ow’n literary associa­ 
tion, in W’hich each soldier may ob ­ 
tain a fu nd of news and know’ledge. 
Each post has its dram atic coni- 
])any andyits minstrel troiq ), and a 
play is on the boards abou t once a 
fortnight and a hoj) or ball abou t 
once a w’eek. 
Base ball is a favor­ 
ite game w’ith the soldier, and at 
some posts it is a com m on thing to 
have a game each day, either w’ith 
a home clu b or w’ith visiting clu bs 
from other posts. 
In most of the 
frontier j)osts there is good hu nting, 
and many of the boys get leave of 
absence for ten days or tw’o w’eeks, 
and a gloriou s hu nting tou r is the 
resu lt, along the creeks and streams 
W’here deer 
and 
tu rkey 
abou nd. 
'There is that in the life of a soldier 
which seems to 
bind 
them more 
closely together than any other oc­ 
cu pation. 
This feeling of espirit 
de corps is recognized by all w’ho

In taking up the discussion ot 
funeral reform, says the 
S ta r, 
the 
Ministers’ Alliance of Kansas City 
has taken up the ([uestion which is 
of much 
concern 
to society and 
which possesses a possible interest 
for every member of the community. 
It is gratifying to note that the gen­ 
eral sentiment of the clergy is favor^ 
able to 
greater simplicity in the 
burial of the dead. 
Fhis seems to 
be a natural dictate of proper taste 
which has been somewhat weakened 
by mistaken practice of unseemly 
extravagance. 
There is certainly 
nothing about the thought of death 
or the grave to inspire a desire for 
ostentation. 
All of the associations 
of 
fading 
mortality are chasten­ 
ing 
and 
tend 
to 
humble 
human pride. 
The heart which is 
bowed clovvn in the presence of a 
great sorrow can only be further 
wounded and sickened by the mani­ 
festations of a vain show. 
The only 
beauty and harmony which can at­ 
tach to the burial of the dead is 
that utter poverty of display wffiich 
teaches the lesson of man’s helpless­ 
ness in the presence of those awful 
and mysterious forces which regu­ 
late the solemn interests of human 
life auvl death.
